It 
must. have been this, for, when a duty is carried to the prohibitive point, 
the question of revenue is eliminated; and when ‘t is carried away beyond 
that point it must be simply a matter of guessi:g how much the people 
will stand. We learned long sin:< th»; a Repuolican tariff robs the citi- 
zen.: We seem destined to learn this time that it can also be made to rob 
the government at the same time. Duty after duty has been pushed be- 
yond the prohibitive point, and so beyond the revenue-producing point. 
The national treasury is thus being robbed for the benefit of the protected 
interests and the Republican party. With its same old over-confident 
fatuity the party is paying its campaign debts by taxing the people; only 
this time it seems to be more than customarily brazen and foolish. It can 
always find excuses for robbing the tax-payer, but it will have hard work to 
explain its failure to provide revenue by other means than direct taxation. 


A PUZZLING HE LAST national Republican platform declared its 
EVIL. unqualified condemnation of the practice of lynch- 

ing. The killing of human beings without due process 
of law, it asserted, was ‘uncivilized and barbarous.” Doubtless many 


excellent people believed that this would settle the matter, But it seems 
not to have done so, Our day-to-day history, as recorded by the news- 
papers, shows that mobs bent upon lynching go right along about their 
work and never once stop to read over the Republican platform of 1896. 
A few weeks ago we read of six suspected criminals being hanged in- 
formally to one tree in a southern state, and but recently the affair at 
Urbana, Ohio, has shocked the best sentiment of the country. It appears, 
then, that something more practical than denunciation is required to sup- 
press this evil. A truth seldom recognized is that a lynching is almost 
invariably conceived, carried out and heartily applauded by the very best 
class of citizens in the community. It is easy to refer to a body of 
lynchers as a ‘lawless mob,” but, as a matter of fact, they are usually 
the sovereign people — the power that makes all law — and they feel fully 
qualified to suspend it for the time, or, rather, to execute it according to 
their own ideas. While such irregular proceedings are greatly to be 
deplored, we can not see in them that ‘‘ wide-spread contempt for the 
law” which is detected by so many of our alarmed contemporaries. In 
most cases they mean, rather, that contempt has already been shown for 
the law by those delegated to enforce it, so that there is no longer a suf- 
ficient guarantee of punishment for crimes; or they mean, as did the 
Urbana affair, that the penalty prescribed by law is not thought severe 
enough for the crime. Lynching, in reality, denotes a stern and rigid 
adherence to the law in a community where its administration has been 
lax or inadequate in the past. It is disgraceful in itself, monstrous and 
wicked; but chiefly it reflects upon the authorities or the statutes.
